Trustees of the Placentia Unitied 
School District. at a recent meenng. 
took the first step in the purchase of 
a new computer by passing a 
resolution requesting Orange Coun- 
ty to make a negotiated procurement 


of a computer and associated 
equipment. 
Estimated cost for the new 


computer runs between $350,000 
and $500,000. 

Tied to the action was a direction 
to staff to consolidate a proposal 
from Valencia High School for 
computer assisted instruction (CA]) 
with the district procurement 
procedures, designated Valencia as 
the site for a pilot project. 

A proposal presented by Valencia 
High School principal Robert E.L. 
Jones, called for installation of a 
mini-computer to be installed on the 
Valencia campus with 16 terminals 
for use in math, science and 
business at an approximate cost of 
$105,000. 

Data processing facilities is one of 
the areas in which the PUSD can use 
recently negotiated funds from a 
contract with the Anaheim Redevel- 
opment Project Agency. 

Funds from that source, designat- 
ed for a 43-project program, are 
anticipated to run from $8 to $25 
million over the next IS years. 


The district now operates an [BM 
1401 computer and provides some 
computer service to the Brea-Olinda 
and Yorba Linda School Districts tor 
a charge of $44,000. 

PUSD itself is) contracting for 
more than $50,000) in computer 
service outside the district this year.

Subject: Friendship Force 
Mr. President: 

The 24 April 1977 edition ot the Los Angeles Times had a write-up 
(attached) on Friendship Force. the first most of us had heard about it. 
Since there has been a mini-Friendstip Force in operation here for about 
three years, we thought you might be interested init, and maybe consider 
adding the prestige of your office to the latest endeavor. 

In 1974, when Pwas Mayor of Placentia, California, | communicated 
with the Mavor of Piacenza, Italy to gather data for the City’s upcoming 
50th anniversary. Local legend has it that Placentia, California was 
named after the Placentia Valley in Italy for very obscure reasons. 

Anyway, my original communication was published in the Piacenza 
paper and asa result I started getting letters from Italy. One letter, from 
an elementary school teacher, asked that we set up some sort of pen-pal 
arrangement with an American class of similar ages. This was done and 
many family-to-family relationships were established. The letters were 
always written in the sender's native language so for a while, the most 
critical shortage around here was for Italian interpreters. 

Without us knowing it, the Italian teacher, Mrs. Rita Levoni, started 
organizing a trip to America. She solicited contributions from banks, 
string factories, a cement factory and anyone she could cajole into 
supporting the project. Since she worked for the underground movement 
in World War II, she must have had plenty of friends because she was 
able to raise sufffcient money to bring 22 of her students here. 

Because of the ikgegularity of the Italian mails, we only found out about 
the impending invasion about two weeks before their scheduled arrival. 
But, the people of Placentia reacted as you would expect Americans to 
and opened up their homes to these new friends that they only knew by 
mail. Of the twenty-eight people (22 children and 6 adults) that came 
over, only one could speak English. (That was Wilma Solenghi, a 
reknowned painter and a close friend of Rita Levoni.) The language
